FOUNDERJINVEILED 


President Joins In Paying Hon- 


or to Stepnenson 


Washington, July 3.—With military 


and civic honors, as befitted the re- 
calling to memory of a man who *as 
trained In the peaceful profession of 
medicine and served his country in 
the'ranks, ol warriors, the statue of 
Major Benjamin Franklin Stephonson, 
"father of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public," was unveiled here today. 


Participating, in the ceremony of 


dedication were President Taft and 
other prominent men. The president 
delivered an address, but the orator ol 
the.day was Representative J. Hamp- 
ton Moore of Pennsylvania, 
The un- 


veiling was preceded by a parade of 
United States soldiers, sailors and 
marines and the national guard of the 
District of Columbia. 
;. The monument unveiled today is the 
first: one erected to the. memory ol 
Major Stephenson, who was born In 
Illinois In 1822 and-died In 1871..It is 
intended also to . commemorate ' Jn 
granite and bronze his idea, conceived 
while be was serving as a surgeon in 
the Union army,_ of uniting-tbefyet- 
erans of the federal army into a great 
fraternal organization. 


The shaft is of granite about forty 


feet high an.d triangular in shape. On 
each, of Its three^.sides.are groups in 
bronze representing the three cardinal 
principles of the Grand Army of "the 
Republic—fraternity, charity and loy- 
alty. On the western side is n bron'ee 
Idealized medallion of iir. Stephenson 
in the uniform of an officer of the Civil 
war. 


The shaft has been erected at a cost 


of ?40,000, the Grand Army of the,Re- 
public contributing $30,000 and the 
national government ?10,DOO.

clean sweep of the fifteenth annual 
regatta of the Intercollegiate Rowing 
association, just as those'of Harvard 
triumphed over Yale In all events at 
New London. (But Cornell did more 
than defeat the crews of four other 
-universities represented in the races; 
she established two records for the 
two-mile course, one In the 'varsity 
four-oared, and another in the fresh- 
man eight-oared race. Altogether, it 
was a great day for Cornell. 


It was conceded that Cornell would 


take the four-oared and probably the 
freshman eight; but there was some 
doubt about the varsity eight, the big 
race of the day. As had been predlct- 
,ed, this proved to be the hardest con- 
test, the other two being 
won in 


rather an easy fashion. 
In the var- 


sity eight, however, Cornell met a 
stubborn and unexpected 
contestant 


In Columbia, and it took the stamina 
and great rowing strength of her crew 
lo pull the bow.of-, their,shell across 
the finish line a scant length in the 
lead. 


But once during the race did Cor- 


nell Increase her steady 34 stroke, 
and that was just before, the .-finish 
line was reached, when she ran it up 
to 35 and opened up a few feet ot 
space between her and the Columbia 
shell's bow. 
Syracuse finished three 


lengths behind Cornell, with Wiscon- 
sin three lengths to the rear... Penn- 
sylvania was last, two lengths behind 
Wisconsin. 


In the four-oared race Cornell won 


easily, three lengths ahead of Syra- 
cuse, and in the freshman eight by a 
length, also from Syracuse. -The of- 
Ilclal time in 
this particular race 


would indicate that Cornell.'s lead over 
Syracuse at the finish was more than 
a length .and in the opinion of scores 
^pf observers an error was made, but 
'there was no change In the time as 
originally givea out by the officials. 
The unofficial 'tjme In the freshman 
race was 9:14. '

My 
Ilrst appeal to you, therefore,, young men,'is to nurture In your mem- 
ories a love for the scenery, tl'.o conditions and the streets iu which 
you live. Wherever you are, remember with gratitude your old home 
and at the same time take up the new with the consciousness that if 
your life is to be spent in that country, there you will make your- 
self happy; there you will build the scenery of the country into yoirr 


life; there you will bring up your children proud of the atmosphere in 
which they were born. 


The second essential of patriotism is one taught from our Lord's 


life in parable and action—a consciousness of stewardship, a sense of 
responsibility. "What is it makes this nation? Not the casting of the 
votes first, not the caucus, not those in public service—it is the great 
body of the people, the men, women and children, each one of them 
doing Ilieir duty in that state of life to which it has pleased God to 
call them.

or dishonest thing in dealing with a corporation, a railroad or a hotel 
or, In public life, with a city or village, and yet feel that they can safe- 
ly do that because the loss is widely distributed. 


There is a call today for every man and woman to do something 


special in public service and there has probably never been another 
time when so many people of the best brains and ability have'been 
doing so much work for the public. 


The fourth condition of patriotism is that, recognizing the rights of 


our own n'ation and loving her, we shall recognize the rights of other 
nations. Here we come to one of the great movements of the age, a 
movement in which our own country is taking the lead. The old slo- 
gan "My country, right or wrong/Ms barbarism. That is the way the 
savage speaks. ,

reforms, especially in their applica- 
tion to navy yards, are rapidly going 
by the board. 


Secretary Meyer bas 
reestablished, 


the independence of the 
bureau of 


steam engineering and air signs indi- 
cate that he is about to cut the cords 
which now bind the bureau of yards 
and docks to the bureau of construe-, 
tlon and make civil engineering sub. 
ordlnate to the constructors. 


It seems that about the only fea- 


ture of the much talked about New- 
berry reforms that .is to be retained 
by the present administration is that, 
affecting the consolidation of working 
plants. 


Although Secretary Meyer had made 


no announcement of his intentiop, it 
Is pretty well; understood In the de- 
partment that he purposes to restore 
the old order of things, at least so far 
as to reestablishing the identity and 
independence o£ the various bureaus. 
He is advised by a confidential board, 
the operations of which are 
some- 


what mysterious and'have given rise 
to great apprehension among the staff 
departments which were in the ascen- 
dant under the Newbury administra- 
tion. 


Under orders last week by Secre- 


tary Meyer the increased powers con- 
ferred upon the constructors by Mr. 
Newberry have been materially 
re- 


deed. The constructor , was made 
practically superintendent of the yard 
by Mr. Newberry. Line officers serv- 
ing as engineers, as ordnance experts 
and In other capacities were placed 
under the jurisdiction of the construc- 
tor and were to -serve merely as In- 
spectors. 
Civil engineers were placed 


In the same relative position. 


Secretary Meyer has changed this 


so that officers of the steam engin- 
eering bureau will have direct charge 
of the work under this bureau. The 
constructor or 
yard 
superintendent 


will furnish the number of men re- 
quired by the engineer officer, and he: 
yond that will have no authority over 
him or his work. This amounts prac- 
tically to restoring the old order of 
things, so far as they relate to the 
bureau of steam engineering. 


According to a rumor about the na- 


vy department, the bureau oC yards 
and docks and the 
civil 
engineers 


will be rehabilitated in the same way. 


If Mr. Newberry had remained at 


the head of the navy there w& little 
doubt that tlie corps of civil engin- 
eers would have been abolished. This 
corps was in great disfavor with the 
former secretary of the navy for some 
reason. He openly declared on'more 
than one occasion that civil engineers 
were a superfluous feature in the navy 
pnd. could be dispensed with without 
the slightest inconvenience to the ser- 
vice. Mr. Newberry gave to the con. 
structbrs all the active- functions of 
the'civil engineers and provided for 
the latter the vague duty of ^'Inspec- 
tion." It turned out that the inspec- 
tion was to he made after work,, for- 
merly superintended bv civil engin- 
eers, had been completed under the 


j direction of Ihn constructors. In oth- 
er words., tlm civil engineers were to 
sit ahnut doinK nothing until called 
upon by the constructor to make P 
perfunctory .Inspection of completed 
work.

tive for packing articles of food, fruit 
etc. 
People ^"ho have lived in Eng- 


land know that the English have.used 
it successfully for many years.

uable fruit, fresh butter, etc., are no 
longer seen in the English markets 
packed In grapevine leaves, but almost 
always in fresh fern leaves, which 
keep the articles excellently. This Is 
done where grapevine leaves arc to be 
hud in abundance. Every one posted 
\vell In botany knows (he high preserv- 
ative power of fern leaves with refer- 
ence ' to vegetable and animal sub- 
stances. ( 


On (lie Isle of Man' fresh herrings 


arc packed In ferns and arrive on. tin- 
market in as fresh a'condition as wiieu 
they wore shipped. 
Potatoes packet- 


in ferns keep muny mouths luui;or 
(ban odiers packed oulj- lu straw; Ex- 
periments made with lioth straw nncl 
fern leaves In the Kaiiie cellar showed 
surprising results In favor of farms 
While the potatoes packed lu straw 
mostly showed signs of rotting in the 
spring, those In ferns were as fresh as 
If they hud just been dug. 


Fresh meat is also well preserved by 


fern lenven. 
It would seem as if (he 


highlj* preservative qualities of fern 
leaves are due to their high percentage 
of salt.
